GRANTING COMMISSIONS AND CERTIFICATES 
OF MEMBERSHIP 

Every person serving in any official relationship with the Boy Scouts 
of America shall subscribe to the statement of religious principle, the 
Scout Oath and Law, and the Bylaws.
